The selectmen, for reasons best known to themselves, divi- 
ded the dog taxes and literary fund according to poll and es- 
tate, contrary to custom, and contrary to the expressed will 
of the town, which took the money from the smaller districts, 
where it was needed, and gave to the larger districts, where it 
was not needed, which was manifestly unjust. 

Your superintendent is of the opinion that there should be 
some way devised for a more equal division of the school funds ; 
for instance :.district No. 9, with thirty scholars, receives 
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$113.43, which is less than four dollars per scholar, while 
No. 4, with ten scholars, receives $239.95, which is twen- 
ty-four dollars per scholar. I have cited these two districts 
to show the inequality existing in the town. . 

Your superintendent has made sixty official visits during 
the year, and from close observation is happy to state that the 
school year has been a profitable one ; the teachers without ex- 
ception have been faithful to the trusts reposed in them, and 
the discipline, with a single exception, has been good ; and 
where new text books have been required, the parents have 
responded cheerfully.
